City Commission Passes Ordi

Children Prohibited From Driv-

By New Ordinance 


The city commission last 
night 


amended and passed the traffic ordi- 
3|ince totroducad by 
Henzler. The ordinance was left with 
a stiff penalty clause, and* discretion 
permitted by the magistrate fa the 
severity of the penalty. It la planned, 
it is said, tor enforce the new ordi- 
nance strictly. 
One of <the chief features of the new 


ordinance" is jttoat giving the driver on 
the right the right-of-way at intersec- 
tions, a new method now being used 
in the larger cities instead of the old 
method "north and south" or "east 
and west" right-of-way. The method 
is-ea&Lto have reduced the number 
of accMents in'large-'cities material- 
ly. The section reads: "The driver or 
person In charge of a vehicle, on ap- 
proaching a street intersection enall 
nave his vehicle under perfect con- 
trol, and tine vehicle on *he right, un- 
der ordinary conditions, shall 
have 
the right-of-way." 


The penally for violation of tihe or- 


dinance was fixed at a fine of not 
more 'than WOO or Imprisonment not 
more than €0 daya Among the pro- 
visions of the ordinance <are: speed 
Kmit 20 miles, approaching intersec- 
tions 12 miles; caps must be equipped 
with brake so that it can be stopped 
in 50 feet wihile going 20 miles an 
hour. No one under, the age of 16 
shall drive a motor vehicle on the 
city streets. Mufflers mud; be used 
and lamps shaded. Autos shall not be 
parked in front of or within 25 feet 
of either side of the entrance to a 
theater or ipu'bllc building. Autos must 
not pass street car ~+opped to take on 
or discharge passengers. Cars may 
not be parked on streets, avenues, 
alleys or public grounds within con- 
gested district (fire limits) for longer 
period than 12 hours. Persons may 
($•043 streets In congested d'toirkit 
only at intersections, a 
provision 


"joy-walking." Persons may 


not play in *he congested district Au- 
tos following fire apparatus may not 
approach within 300 feet of It or the 
fire. Oars parked downtown must be 
parked at an angle of approximately 
45 degrees.

Mrs. Kallias' 11-year-old brother was 
with her whenf the quarrel started 
but 'he left as Kallias started to shoot. 
The woman waa shot five times, 


the fatal wound being lust

the left ear where the jugular vein 
was severed. 
She bled to death. One

Fargo, X. D., April! 25.—The farmer 


who pools h's products and sells them 
as they are needed is not fixing prices, 
as is sometimes charged, according to 
Rex Wlllard, farm management ex- 
pert of the North Dakota Agricultural 
College. He is only arranging for the 
most 
economical 
distribution—and 


that is to avoid dumping the whole 
crop into the market at once, says 'Mr. 
Willard. He has prepared a graph to 
show. th3 'relation between glutting 
the potato market and the price as it 
affects North and South Dakota and 
Minnesota. 
"Last September 20th the price of 


potatoes ranged from $2.10 to $3.00 
per hundred pounds," said Mr. Wil- 
lard. "In the five following days three 
states shipped nearly 2,000 carloads. 
This broke thd market and the iprices 
came dpwn fifty cents per hundred-

Stating a uniform practice in the 


matter of assessing penalties to de- 
linquent personal property taxes, Tax 
ommissloner C. C. Converse has is- 
sued the following statement to coun- 
ty treasurers: 


"The recent inquiry developed the 


fact that, in over two thirds of the 
counties, the practice is to add five 
per cent to dQllnqusnt personal prop- 
erty taxes paid after March first and 
before April tirst. In the remain- 
ing counties, the practice is to-add six 
iper cent This lack of uniformity is 
not surprising in view of the wording 
of the statute. Attorneys differ as to 
which! practice is more nearly in har- 
mony with the intent of the statute.

Birth registration cannot prevent 


deaths or diseases, says Dr. H. E. 
Frencn, secretary of the North Da- 
koa Department c£ Public Health, in 
an article prepared for the current !*»• 
sue club bulletin of the North Dakoti 
Federation of Women's clubs. It is, 
however, he declares, a vital part of 
public health work and should be one 
ot the first Wings instituted in a mod- 
ern State Public Health program. 
Vital statistics of which birth regis- 
tration is a part, is the bookkeeping 
of health work and gives the statis- 
tics of the various age groups and 
birtli registration is the foundation for 
all age grouty mortality statistics. 


"In North Dakota there were 13,- 


537 births recorded in 1921," says Dr. 
French, "a rate of 21.1 per thousand 
population, Minnesota, our neighbor 
to the east, had a rate of 23.7 for 
i917, the latest figure at hand at this 
writing. The registration area of the 
United States as a whole usually gives 
a rate of between 24.0 and 25.0. Many 
of our counties give a rate from 21.0 
to 27.0, that compare very favorably 
with the rates given,,by the registra- 
tlin area. Some of,,or larger cities 
where registration is very satisfactory 
gives higher rates but this is to be ex- 
plained in part toy the fact that t'ne«se 
places are hospital centers. Fargo, in 
1921, reported 731 births, a rate of 33.3; 
Grand Forks, 47« births, a rate of 34. 
But counties in the state reporting 
rates ot 8.5, 10.9 and US.4 and cities 
of 1.600 population reporting rates of 
5.8 and 7.9 are clearly failing to re- 
port a reasonable part of the births 
that occur, 


"North Dakota baa still a long- step 


to take before her vital statistics can 
be considered asi satisfactory, Points 
for improvement are effective efforts 
to secure more complete reporting, 
time and means to follow up incom- 
plete and defective reports and secure 
complete records, time and meana to 
index the records that they may be 
more accessible. The immediate need 
is obviously more clerical help but 
probably little improvement can be 
expected until there is a full time 
state health officer. Minnesota records 
between four and five times as many 
births as (North Dakota. She is a lar- 
ger state, but she-spends six times as 
much on vital statistics alone as .North 
Dakota does for all of the work of the 
State 'Board of Health. 


All but three of the states have birth 
registration laws, declares 'Dr. French, 
but many ot the states, North Dakota 
among them, "through failure to make 
proper provisions for carrying out the 
Jaws do not secure a sufficient propor- 
tion of the births that certainly do oc- 
cur to entitle them to recognition by 
. the Census Bureau as belonging to the 
registration area. 


No State Registration. 


"An idea of the variety ot methods 


not yet entirely assessed may*e ob- 
tained by a glance at tJtie records in 
the office of the secretary of the State 
Board of (Health, who is also State 
Registrar. 'Prior to 1894, there was a 
county system and no central or state 
registration. The old books of a tew 
of the counties are in this office. 
Some day, when vault room and cleri- 
cal help are sufficient, all of the (books 
of this kind will probably be collected, 
out Judging from the few that are 
here, they • vary_greatly in complete- 
ness ana tine^record of many a oirth 
of. that time cannot 'be found. With 
about 1894, the secretary of the State 
Board of Health became State (Regis- 
trar, Tmt until KKW when the model 
registration law was adopted, the rec- 
ords consisted of the copying of cer- 
tain data, into large permanent vol- 
umes indexed iby counties. 
Since 


1907, the original certificates have 
been ibound to make the permanent 
records, 
, 
Birth registration began early in 


the modern era, according to Dr. 
'French, as 'baptismal records. "Soon 
there was more or less legal regula- 
tion, and all at first for the purpose 
of settling or preventing disputes re- 
garding property. In the Nineteenth 
century ,the present pomplete and 
careful system took shape so that at 
this time birth registration is carried 
out very effectively in every country 
in Europe save Russia and TuHkey. 


"The idea was brought to the United 
States from Europe, wit sytsems var- 
ied greatly'in the different states. In 
some cities and some states the rec- 
ords have been good tor the past fifty 
years. In others, they have amounted 
to lout little. Early in tJhe present 
century, the American Public Health 
association, the iBureau ot Census and 
the merican Medical association be- 
gan an agitation for better vital sta- 
tistics. Congress In 1903 (passed -a. 
resolution urging the states to enact 
suitable and uniform legislation."

Two Sets of Judicial Tribunals 


In Ireland 


- (Dublin, April 25.—Existence in Ire- 
land of two sets of judicial tribunals 
—the Republican courts and the old 
court! of the king—has .resulted in 
some queer legal anomalies, as both 
courts are recognized by the govern- 
ment as valid, and their decisions do 
not always coincide. 


One of the most notable of these 


"double action" cases concerned a 
book-maker who entered suit in 
King's court against a man who re- 
fused to pay his season's losses, said 
to exceed his winnings with the same 
book-maker by 20 times*. The defen- 
dant pleaded the Gaming Acts, pro- 
hibiting legal proceedings to collect 


sbts, won his case, and the 


lok-maker added counsel fees to his 
other losses. 


Hardly was the case decided in 
King's court when the defendant 
entered suit against the book-maker 
in a Republican court, demanding 
judgment for the amount of his win- 
nings. 
The astonished book-maker, 
realizing that he could not afford to 
jeopardize his trade of betting by tak- 
ing refuge under the*Gaming Acts as 
his client had done, found that the- 
question before the court was merely 
whether the horses named in the ac- 
tion had won. When due proof of this 
was submitted, judgment was again 
entered against the book-maker.

to purchase supplies on a huge scale 
from other countries.

said in her report today before the 
convention of the league.

Webster asserted tftat while 


every state has not enacted all the 
measures "which are considered requi- 
site to a model program, there are 
enough laws on the statute books to- 
day to thoroughly demonstrate the 
value of vice repressive measures if 
an appreciable number of laws were 
enforced." 


"The public health .phase of the so- 


cial hygiene program is of only sec- 
ondary importance compared with 
great preventive features. 
Decent 


recreational oppbrttiniijea, • scientific 
educational measures in our schools 
and colleges, courses in hygiene in 
every teacher-training institution, and 
trained women and men in probation 
and police departments, should receive 
our first consideration. 


"Know your own community. Know 


the laws you have, know who is and 
who is not enforcing cbem, know the 
pitfalls for young people and how they 
can be circumvented. Social hygiene 
is an every day Uhlog. We cannot 
complain that conditions are not right 
if we have not helped to make them 
right." 
Handicap* of Women Wage Earners. 
'Pointing to the 12,000,000 wage earn- 


ing women In the United States, (Miss 
Mitry E. McDowell of Chicago said that 
"the handicaps of the women wage 
earner demand that society for its 
own sake shall safeguard her health 
and her future working conditions that 
upbuild and do not debase the Amer- 
can standard ot community morale."

B. D. Mayoi» of the training 
school that ithey acquire the title to 
farm uaaje and pay for ft with the 
salary, and expense moneys to wbtoh 
they are entitled ttBder tibe provisions 
of the vocational training law.

The land lies in 
a rich cutover section and is1 -said to 
be adapted for general farming, espe- 
cially dairying and poultry rateing. 


M. J. Thompson of Dulu'tli, super- 


visor of the northeast state experi- 
ment station and head of the land 
clearing department of the University 
of Minnesota, will cooperate 
with 


the 'agricultural school -in assisting 
t'he men to arrange a rotation of 
crops for the new farm center.
